Sir: 


The amount of $155 — paid by you to the Union Pacific Rail Road Company for the 
transportation of yourself and baggage between Ogden and Omaha while going to and returning 
from Philadelphia as one of the duly appointed commissioners of the annual assay held at the 
Mint in February last and repaid to you by the Superintendent of the Mint, has been disallowed 
as in violation of Section 5260 of the Revised Statutes of the US. 


You are, therefore, hereby respectfully requested to make out a new personal account for 
your transportation expenses between Ogden and Omaha paid to the Union Pacific Rail Road 
Company, as per vouchers, and transmit the same to the Treasury Dept. through the Bureau of 
the Mint, where it will be considered and properly referred for settlement. A draft will be issued 
to your favor and the amount charged to the Union Pacific Rail Road Company.
